Washington, Feb. 7.— The long an­ 
ticipated federal incorporation bill, to 
embody the recommendation made in 
his special message by President Taft, 
w ill be introduced in congress imme­ 
diately, probably by Senator Clark of 
W yom ing and Representative Parker 
of New Jersey, chairmen respectively 
of the senate and bouse committees 
on judiciary. 
The final draft, an outline of which 
follows, differs m aterially from the 
earlier drafts, and represents several 
mouths of study by the president and 
his cabinet. 
No corporation formed under the 
terms of the proposed act w ill be per­ 
mitted to purchase, acquire or hold 
stock in any other corporation nor can 
any corporation organize under the act 
or under the laws of any state or for­ 
eign country for the purpose of, or en 
gaging in, any like business, acquire 
or hold the stock of a corporation 
formed under this act; and no such 
corporation will be permitted to have 
banking powers. 
Forfeiture of charter may result if 
any corporation organised under the 
act shall enter into any contract, com­ 
bination or conspiracy against inter­ 
state or foreign trade or shall mouop 
olize, or attempt to monopolize, any 
part thereof contrary to the provisions 
of the Sherm an act, or shall otherwise 
violate the laws of the United States. 
The charters of all corporations are 
made subject to alteration, suspension 
or repeal by congress; the attorney 
general is given power to bring for­ 
feiture proceedings and tho court may 
appoint a receiver. 
Annual reports must be tiled with 
the bureau of corporations and the 
commissioner of any bureau may call 
for special reports. 
Ten days after 
the 
declaration 
of any 
dividend 
a 
financial 
statement 
showing 
the 
amount of net earnings must be tiled 
with the commissioner of corporations. 


Directors Must Be Citizens. 


At least a m ajority of the directors 
are required at all times to be citizens 
of the United States and bonaflde res­ 
idents therein. 
Stock may be paid for in cash or in 
property, but every certificate of stock 
issued in payment for property must 
state that it is so issued, and before 
any stock is so bound a full statement, 
sworn to by a m ajority of the board 
of directors, must be tiled in the bu­ 
reau of corporations. 
This statement 
must describe the property and set 
forth the price, the number of shares 
to be issued in payment and whether 
such shares are to have a par value or 
not; the names and address's of the 
vendors of the property, their conuec 
tion, if any, with the company, the 
terms of any agreement with respect 
to the transfer of the property; all 
amounts paid or payable to each ven­ 
dor; and if the vendors are directors 
of the corporation, or stockholders, a 
statement of the price paid or agreed 
to be paid by them for the property to 
be sold to the corporation. 
W here the stock so to be issued has 
a par value, there must be filed an ap­ 
praisement of the value of the prop­ 
erty, approved in writing by the com 
missioners, who may also appoint oth­ 
er appraisers. 
No stock with a par 
value may be issued in payment of 
property acquired by the corporation 
to an amount in par value exceeding 
the value approved by the commission 
er after such appraisement. 
Provisions are made for the increase 
or decrease of the capital stock and 
for other amendments lo the articles 
of association by vote of two-thirds of 
the stockholders of the corporation. 
The real and personal property of 
corporations are to be subject to state, 
county and municipal tax. 


FRIEND DIED IN BALTIMORE 


W alter McDonald Commits Suicide at 
Walker, Minn. 


W alker, Minn., Feb. 7.— The coro­ 
ner’s inquest was held over the body 
of Howard Sexton by Coroner Halman 
and Jurym en S. Rowe, J. Schambeau, 
Dell Haldeman, L. Nelson, John Bib 
ben and Robert Black. 
The most Im­ 
portant witness was Jam es Valentine, 
a witness who said that McDonald ap 
preached Sexton and asked him if he 
had a gun. 
Sexton said he did not 
need one. 
“ W ell, I have one,” said McDonald, 
flashing a revolver, “ and now will you 
serve a gentleman a small drink?” 
"Yes air," replied Sexton, and as he 
turned to get a bottle McDonald shot, 
hitting Sexton in the right hand. 
This 
was followed by three more shots, all 
taking effect. 
W hen Sexton fell be­ 
hind the counter McDonald raised him­ 
self so he could look over the counter 
and was going to shoot again when 
Valentine told him he guessed he had 
finished him. 
McDonald then turned 
and said he wished the other “ d—n 
were here so I could finish them 
all up.” 
McDonald then emptied the 
old cartridges from his gun and re­ 
filled it. 
Then he placed the loaded 
gun against Valentine’s side and said 
“ I’ve a notion to finisn you, but I guess 
I won’t.” 
Tho ju ry gave a verdict that Sexton 
came to his death by bullet wounds 
from a gun held In the hands of W a l­ 
ter McDonald. 
At the inquest over thp suicide, Mc 
Donald, who ended his life while b u t 
rounded by a posse in his home, the 
only witnesses were Deputy Sherif! 
H arris McCabe and W illiam Sitzer, the 
brother-in-law, who testified to finding 
McDonald in a sitting position in the 
bathroom 
with 
a hole through 
his 
head and a revolver on the floor by his 
side. 
The verdict was that he came to his 
death by his own hand.

Motorman Ignores Warning of Exca­ 
vation Foreman. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Feb. 7.— Heedless of 
the warning of a foreman in charge of 
excavating operations along the line 
cf the private motor road from Kelvin 
to the Ray copper mines, the motor­ 
man of a gasoline car containing six 
passengers ran his car close to a spat 
tering fuse of a heavy charge of dyna 
mite and the car and its seven occu­ 
pants were blown to atoms. 
The dead 
are: 
J. B. Joyce, A. S. Bieber, J. C. Griffin, 
civil engineers employed by the Ray 
Copper company; 
R. P. Coleman of 
Salt Lake City, W . H. Freeland, W a l­ 
ter C. Frenz, mining engineers em 
ployed by Henry Krum b and engaged 
in sampling the development work at 
the Ray mines; W . H. Lyalle, motor­ 
man of the car. 
The dead men were all prominent in 
mining affairs in Arizona.

Washington, 
Feb. 
7.— One of the 
most radical pieces of proposed legis­ 
lation before the present congress and 
one which heretofore has not attract­ 
ed any great amount of attention is 
now being given serious attention by 
the judiciary committee of the house j 
and a hearing on it bas been ordered 
for Feb. 17. for which practically all 


the prominent railroad men of the 
country have been invited. 
It is the bill introduced by Repro 
sentative Sabbath (Democrat of Illi­ 
nois), which would require all persons 
‘‘carrying on occupations and trades 
subject to the regulative power of con 
gress,” 
including 
railroads, 
express 
companies and sleeping car companies J 
to pay compensation on fixed basis to * 
injured employes. 
The legislation, if 
enacted, would overturn the present 
employers’ liability law, and. in fact 
revolutionize the existing system of in­ 
demnity for personal injuries. 
The bill defines the amount of com­ 
pensation to be paid by employers to 
employes, basing it upon the amount 
of the previous earning power of the 
victim , and provides that it shall be 
paid in the form of an annuity. 
The bill is based upon the existing 
laws of England and Germany. 
Such 
legislation was favored in one of the 
messages of former President Roose­ 
velt, and President Taft also is said 
to have commented favorably upon it.

ELEVEN PERSONS MET DEATH 


Terrific Explosion Occurs in a Penn­ 
sylvania Mine. 


Indiana, Pa., Feb. 7.— Seven bodies 
of the eleven persons killed have been 
recovered 
from 
the 
Jefferson 
and 
Clearfield Coal and Iron company mine 
No. 2 at Ernest, Pa., where a terrific 
explosion occurred. 
Ten of the dead 
are Hungarians and one an American. 
Rescuers have succeeded In bringing 
to the surface six miners who are so 
badly burned that physicians in the 
improvised hospital say that they will 
probably die. 
The explosion occurred in a heading 
where twelve workmen were located, 
and one of these, Andrew Krazcer, es­ 
caped by crawling a quarter of a mile 
on his stomach to evade the noxious 
gases. 
When he saw the lights of the 
rescuers he moaned and tried to crawl 
H e was slightly burned, but suffered 
chiefly from the effects of after damp. 
The positions of the bodies showed the 
men had made desperate efforts to 
crawl away from the heading. 
One hundred and ten men working 
in the same slope escaped through 
other headings. 


Republicans Fear That iv Both Houses 


cf Congress Make Separate Invest!- ; 


gations Different Conclusions May 


Be Reached and Such Reports Would 


Be Likely to Prove Embarrassing to 


the Majority, 


Washington. Feb. 7.— W hether the 
senate and house will conduct rival 
Investigations into the cause of the 
high cost of the nece caries of life is 
a question that concerns the Repub­ 
lican 
political 
leaders more deeply 
than any other problem now before 
congress. 
If both bodies conduct such 
an examination they fear that differ­ 
ent conclusions may be reached and 
that such differing reports on the eve 
of the congressional elections would 
be likely to prove embarrassing to the 
Republican 
majority. 
Nevertheless, 
the Republicans of the senate appar­ 
ently are determined to order such an 
inquiry and conduct it with the utmost 
dispatch, regardless of the views of 
the house leaders. 
The 
Lodge resolution, which was 
reported from the senate committee 
on finance, has been amended so as 
to provide for a committee of seven 
senators and w ill probably be report­ 
ed from the committee on contingent 
expenses immediately. 
Tile enlarged committee will give 
Senator Elkins opportunity to serve 
as one of 
the investigators, if 
he 
cares to do so, and will unite the Re­ 
publicans in favor of the inquiry. 


House Inquiry May Be Abandoned. 


There is a possibility that the in­ 
vestigation 
proposed 
by the 
house 
committee on ways and means may 
not be ordered, but no decision has 
thus far been reached. 
That the Inquiry will be virtually 
political in character is admitted on 
every side. 
The Republican leaders 
concede that the agitation over the 
cost of living w ill play a prominent 
part in the congressional campaigns 
and they show no disposition to dis­ 
guise their purpose to “ fix up their 
fences" as well as they can. 
Especially 
they 
want, 
It 
would 
seem, to refute charges that the tariff 
is responsible for the Increases. 
The 
Republicans have brought forward tile 
theory that the expensive 
m e th o d s 
used by Am erican merchants in ad­ 
vertising and distributing their gnos­ 
is largely responsible for high prices. 
They will try to show that there is a 
wide difference between wholesale and 
retail prices and that the tariff is not 
responsible for these differences. 
It is reported that President Taft 
desires *the effect of the tariff upon 
necessaries of life to be determined 
by the inquiry, however it is conduct­ 
ed. and that he w ill not tolerate any 
effort to gloss over any ill effects that 
may be disclosed. 
He has not ex­ 
pressed himself publicly on this sub­ 
ject.

Sioux Indians from South Dakota to 
Nicaragua was a ruse to give strength 
to the insurgent arm y under General 
Estrada the plans of Chief Little B i­ 
son of the Sioux tribe have received 
at least a temporary setback. 
Chief Little Bison, who went to Nic­ 
aragua to prepare the way for the 
going there of his brothers, arrived in 
Boston on the steamer Ksparta from 
Port Limon, Costa Rica, accompanied 
by Mrs. Little Bison, a white woman. 
Little Bison said when he reached 
Costa Rica President Madriz was sus­ 
picious of his intentions and appealed 
to the Costa Rican government to pre­ 
vent the Indians’ entry into Nicaragua. 
The chief then was submitted to con­ 
stant surveillance. 
He managed, however, to elude his 
watchers 
at 
Gaupilo, 
about 
thirty 
miles from the Nicaraguan border, and 
slipped into Blueflelds Jan. 27. 
There 
he had a conference with 
General 
Estrada. 
Tho insurgent leader was 
sanguine that the w ar would end fa­ 
vorably for the insurgents within six 
weeks.

prosecution. 
W illiam 
H. 
Ham m ers of Southern California was 
indicted on a charge of perjury in an 
affidavit made in the interest of Beu ­ 
lah Rose Reekier to the effect that Im­ 
provements of a certain value on des­ 
ert land in Im perial valley, California. 
had been made. 
In defense It was set 
up that the land had been entered by 
G ranville M. Boyer on Aug. 14, 1907, 
at the land office In Los Angeles, and 
that the attempted transfer of 
his 
rights in the land on Aug. 26, 1907, to 
Beulah 
Rose 
Reekier was void be­ 
cause the right to make such a trans­ 
fer was not possessed by Boyer.

P a ris is due. as a rule, to the concen­ 
tration of th e rainfall at certain peri 
ods of the year and not to a high av er­ 
ag e f o r the whole year, so most of the 
in un dation s have com e in the winter, 
helped along by the melting snow. 
FU**ids of the Seine present a mixed 
c h a ra c te r ow ing to the torrential na­ 
tu re of Its tributaries, the Tonne and

floods, exercise a predom inating in 
f l u e n c e on the floods of Paris.

to rre n ts from tin* farthest parts of the 
basin take only three or four d ays to 
reach Paris, w hereas tin* floods of the 
tran q u il affluents only arrive four or 
Av** days later, a great flood at Puris­ 
ts rarely the result of a single fall 
o f rain.

Predictions of the probable height of 
fhwxls are based on a system devised 
by Belgrand for use in the protection 
of Paris. 
By a series o f careful ob­ 
servations h** w as enabled to trace a 
relation betw een the rise of the v a ­ 
rious trib utaries at certain points and 
the corresponding rise of the Seine at 
Paris or low er dow n. 
T he usual nile 
adopted for calculating th e probable 
rise at tin* bridge of Austerlitz in 
Paris is to double the mean of ti:* 
rises observed "ii til** Yourn* at vatlou 
points. 
T he mean time occupied by 
the m axim um flood level in traveling 
from (lie upper tributaries to Paris 
is 
three d ay s ami 
four-tenths and 
on** day from Paris to Mantes. 
T he 
rise at M antes Is generally th** sam** 
as at Paris. 
Announcem ents are generally made 
three days in advance, ami a corrected 
prediction is issued tw enty-four hours 
later. 
The heights predicted are u su­ 
ally som ew hat iii excess of th** actual 
rise recorded, owing to th** natural 
anxiety not to give too low an estl- 
m ate of th** danger. 
B ut rem arkable 
coincidences Pave occurred. 
T he pre­ 
diction on Mureh 15, 187(5, for th** fol­ 
lowing tiny w as 21.33 feet, and it w as 
exactly verified en the Kith. 
At P aris 
the exact m axim um of th** flood of 
Janu ary, 1883, was predicted on the 
evening before.
